Devonport. was conducted by the 
Hishop of Plvmouth (Or. Norman 
C'lark. M.A.. l.h.D.). The ship is com* 
manded by C'uptuin J. C. Cart>srighl.

The following day the l.ord 
and City of Plymouth gave luncheon 
tiv the entire ship's company of H.M.S. 

Dymoiuh consisting of 300 ofliccrs 
and men at the Ciuildhall and pre* 
sented a plaque to the ship. 

Armament for this class of ship 
consists of two 4.5 inch guns in a twin 
mounting and a single 40 mm. A.A. 
gun which will eventually be replaced 
by a Seaeat guids'd missile launcher 
and diredor. Tor unli-submarinc use 
there are two tripk'barrclled mortars, 
each of which can fire a pattern of 
projeellies with great accuracy, set to 
explode at a pro •determined depth. 

The twin 4.5 inch turret is controlled 
by an clcclrv>‘mcchanical computor 
system. 

The Plymouth has a standard dis* 
placemen f of about 3.000 Ions, a 
length of 370 feet and a beam of 41 
feet. The peace-time complement is 8 
oflicers and 194 men. of whom ap* 
proxiinatcly one-third arc technical 
ratings. 'I he steam turbine machinery, 
driving tw’in screws, is of a modern 
and compact design.
